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Sewer service charge to increase 

Proposed $2.96 rate hike would be first increase in nine years, city says

City Council Reportar 

The city's sanitary .sewer service charge for a single 
family residence will be increased by $2.96 a month over 
the next few years if City Council approves the 
recommendation of Utility Departmenit Director Clarence 
Wamstaff. 

Wam^ff, at a City Council woricsh<^ Tuesday, said 
that this would be the first increase since July 1, 1992, when 
the current charge of $1 1.38 was established. 

The monthly charge of $14.34 does not include the $10 
a month bill from the Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
(HRSD), which treats the effluent ot the city's utility tax > 
of 20 percent on the first $1 5 of usage a month. 

These last two c harges do not go into the water and sewer 
enterprise fund but to the HRSD and Virginia Beach's 



general fund respectively. 

The additional funds plus current revenues are needed, 
said Wamstaff, to support S% million in revenue bonds 
of which $34 million are curremiy authorized but not 
yet sold and $62 million programmed in the capital 
improvement p'ogram for fiscal years 2002-06. 

The money will be used to address aging infrastructure, 
to meet current and future unfunded federal mandates 
and to i)Aaintain ^mancial health, Wamstaff said. 

He pointed out that federal programs established by 
the Safe Drinking Water Act (1974) and theOean Water 
Act ( 1 972) which set up numerous rules and regulations 
with which the city has to comply but no funding is 
provided, 

Wamstaff said that when the Clean Water Act was 
flrst adopted the principle focus was on waste water 



ircaimciil plants. In this respect, Wamstaff said, Virginia 
Beach is bcUer off than older cities. 

The requirements have been upgraded, he said, so that 
unless there are changes, storm water would have to be 
ueated along'with sewage which would add an exua 
burden to the system. 

A new regulation expected to go into effect in the spring 
will force the city to spend more money on the sanitary 
sewer system. Wamstaff said Virginia Beach has a great 
uack recwd and a great system, but will have to spend 
more money to comply with the mandate. 

Wamstaff recommended the increase be phased over 
three years starting with July I, 2001 (to $12.29), with 
increments over the next two years — July' I, 2002 (to

Local "woman searches for MIAs 

NSU graduate helps uncover remains of missing soldier

HICKMAN AIR FORCE BASE, 
Hawaii — When Army SgL James T. 
Higgins headed off to North Korea to 
serve his counu^ in 1950, his family 
figured he'd be back tome in about a 
year. 

But one fateful night, after a deadly 
assault by Chinese forces, Higgins 
disappeared. 

His family was left with a devastating 
loss and a lot of unanswered questions. 

Fifty years later, thanks in part to the 
efforts of the daughter of a Virginia 
Beach couple, the Higgins family finally 
has the answers they've been waiting 
for. And their loved one is finally 
coming home. 

Army Sgt. VeShannah Lovelace, 
daughter of Jimmy and Brenda 
Lovelace of 565 Longfellow Ave. in 
Virginia Beach, is one of ! 70 military 
and civilians with the U.S. Army 
Central Identification Laboratory- 
Hawaii (CILHI), an organization 
dedicated to fmding and identifying the 
more than 90,000 U.S. service members 
like Higgins still missing in action from 
past wars. 

Acting as modern-day sleuths, 
recovery teams tfavel to a variety of 
remote and often dangerous locations, 
ranging from the glaciers of Tibet to the 
tropical jungles of Papua New Guinea, 

On site, team members spend long 
days sifting through soil searching for 
bone fragments, aircraft wreckage and 
personal clothing. 

These artifacts, along with medical 
records and wimess interviews, can help 
piece together events that may have 
happened 60 years ago. 

Lovelace, a visual information and 
audio documentation production 
specialist, is a member of one of the six- 
person recovery teams, made up of a 
team leader, a nontommissioned officer 
in charge, an anthropologist, a mortuary 
affairs specialist, a medic and a 
photographer. 

"I've been at CILHI since March," 
said Lovelace, a 1992 graduate of 
Princess Anne High School, who went 
on to earn her bachelors degree from 
Norfolk State University in 1995. "My 
job is to document the mission through 
the use of still photography." 

For Lovelace, searching for the 
remains of MIAs holds qsecial meaning.

Police seek 
assailant in 
parking lot 
shooting

A man who suffered a gunshot wound 
to his right temple New Year's Day re- 
mains in stable condition at Sentara Nor- 
folk General Hospital. 

Travis Wiggins, 26, of the 1800 block 
of Chantilly Court in Virginia Beach, was 
shot in the right temple Jan. 1 by an un- 
known driver, according to the Virginia 
Beach Police Department. 

Beach police responded to the shoot- 
ing near the intersection of Newtown and 
Baker roads about 2 a.m. and found 
Wiggins injured. He was blinded in both 
eyes as a result of the shot, police said. 

"Witnesses told investigators that the 
shot was fired from a white ot silver 1998- 
2(XX) Cadillac, full size, four-door sCdan," 
police said. "No information on the oc- 
cupants of the suspect car is available." 

Wiggins, who was driving a red 2000 
Oldsmobilc, had attempted to leave a 
parking lot when he was shot. The other 
four octupanls of his vehicle weren't in- 
jured, police said. 

The case remains under investigation 
by members of the Department's Homi- 
cide Squad with Det. Ray Pickeil head- 
ing the case. 

Police investigators are asking anyone 
with information about the shooting to

The turn of the year is the worst time to make 
resolutions. So says Mark EUwood, productivity 
expert, trainer and author of the book, "A 
Complete Waste of Time — Talent & Tips About 
Getting More Done," now in its second edition.

■ Visualize success when fear of failure gets in 
the way. 

■ Share deadlines with others. 

■ Learn to say no. People say yes to others 
because they like to please, even when saying no 
is the Setter course of action. Clarify what's 
being requested, direct people to others who can 
help, and develop personal policies, that allow 
saying no. 

■ Don't become burdened by technology. Many 
new communication tools simply add more and 
more ways to be out of touch with people. 
Simplify life. / , 

■ Take time to plan for the millennium. Spend 
time alone with spouses, commit to personal 
improvement, create a vision for careers and 
make time for balance in life. — C.E;G. < . 

Capital Punishment 
Fails As Deterrent 

Evidence does not support the perception 
that capital punishment deters murders. Last 
year Virginia set a record for the number of 
executions since reinstatement of the death 
penalty, but the murder rate remains 
essentially unchanged. 

In fact. FBI data shows that states without 
the death penalty have lower murder rates, in 
1997, murder rates in states without capital 
punishment averaged almost half of death 
penalty states. 

Polls show that most Virginians favor a life 
sentence over capital punishment. Life in 
prison has the moral advantage of being 
reversible; an execution is not. Since the 
death penalty was reinstated in 1977, 
Virginia governors have stopped four 
executions due to significant doubts about the 
guilt of the convicted parties. Does the 
Commonwealth want to risk executing 
innocent people? 

The death penalty is discriminatory; its 
ability to deter crime is an illusion; and its 
message that violence is the solution, not the 
problem, is misguided. 

Abolition of the death penalty would help to 
break the cycle of violence and protect lives 
in Virginia.

1993. However, at that time, Nor- 
folk limited the capacity to 59 
mgd because that city was not 
sure it could provide the request- 
ed amount. ■" 

Studies since then, said 
Clarence Wamstaff, public utili- 
ties director, at a City Council 
workshop Tuesday, have shown 
Norfolk could supply the extra 
nine mgd. 

Warnstaff recommended that 
the contract, entered into in 1993 



be amended to eliminate the 
maximum monthly limitation and 
contract for additional water 
uansmission capacity. The Beach 
has been using the Lake Gasten 
water for three years. 

The cost of the additional water 
will be $800,000 a yeaf which is 
already included in the depart- 
ment budget. 

Norfolk has two pipelines from 
the Nottaway River to Lake 
Prince and then to the Moores 



Bridges Treatment Plant. If there 
is a problem along the way where 
the Lake Gaston water is travel- 
ing, Norfolk can get water from 
its in-town lakes so that service 
to Virginia Beach users will not 
be interrupted. 

Costs are allocated between 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach 
based on each city's use or ex- 
pected use. In Virginia Beach, 
the average day use is 45 mgd; 
the maximum month use, 59 
mgd; the maximum day use 68 



mgd, and the maximum hour use 
90 mgd. 

Warnstaff said that the contract 
is working extremely well. He 
said the first six years of the con- 
U'act was extremely beneficial to 
Virginia Beach which received a 
credit of S20 million according to 
how the bond interest rate is cal- 
culated. 

The contact which defines the 
interest cost gives Virginia 
Beach an additional credit of 
$694,194, Wamstaff said.

CHESAPEAKE — Chaplin's 
General Store resembles a muse- 
um. 

With creaking floorboards that 
add an echo to customers' foot- 
steps, its countless shelves and 
counters hold timeless treasures 
from the past.

VeShannah Lovelaces 
job doesn't end with her documen- 
tation duties. She al.so assists with 
investigations and recovery opera- 
tions. Each bone fragment and relic 
she uncovers is sent to the lab for 
analysis by scientists who use the 
latest technology to establish iden- 
tities. So far, they've been very 
successful. 

Since its inception in 1973, 
CILHl members have identified the 
remains of 933 service members:

Is it worth the risk? Lovelace be- 
lieves it is, 

"I feel I'm making a very posi- 
tive impact," Lovelace said, "Many

Resistance to compulsory hodc- 
ups to city water and sewer sys- 
tems has generally been overcome, 
Wamstaffsaid. 

Warnstaff said that thie program 
of providing service to existing 
neighborhoods is winding down 
and now more funds can be devoted 
to aging infrastructure. 

He also said that the last j^vate- 
ly owned utility facility in the city, 
the Indian River Water Company, 
was purchased at the end of 2000. 

The city has a long-standing pol- 



icy, he said, going back to 1960, 
to provide public water and sewer 
to existing homes that use wells 
and septic tanks. More than 50 per- 
cent Qf the budget has been spent 
here. Since 1971, the city has pro- 
gramed 131 water projects and 155 
sewer projects at a total cost of 
$168 million or $6 million a year. 
If that work were to be done today, 
the cost would be $235 million, he 
said. 

The current capital improvement 
program includes 119 utilities pro-

"We're not in any hurry to go 
anywhere," she explained. "We 
spend a lot of time with our cus- 
tomers. We don't just ring them up 
wtoi they're done. 

"It's more than just a store to 
us." 

Chaplin's store depicts the Amer- 
ican general store as ii existed be- 
tween the laic 1880's and the early 
I940's, The building was con- 
siructcd in 1943 and recently 
moved to its current site across tto 
street. 

According to research from local 
residents that Chaplin has gathered, 
the building served as Rect(»'t 
Store for some time. 

Since Rector's time, it has \wi a 
somewhat checkered past. It be- 
caroea dance hall, a beer joint, and 
Anally returned to respecuibility as 
a church, 

"I'm from this area, and I really 



wanted to preserve something here 
locally," said Chaplin. "This was 
built during World War IL I fmd 
that very intriguing. World War D 
is a special time for us here in this 
store." 

Chaplin bought the contents of a 
general store on the Eastern Shore 
that was under demolition and used 
the furnishings to supply her shop 
with vintage charm. 

She vies to buy from ccmpanies 
that' have been in business for at 
least 100 years and arc still q)erat- 
ing. 

"We have a large file of things 
that we're still trying to get hold 
of," said Chaplin. "You can't just 
go anywhere and buy Swamp Root 
or Father John's Cough Syrup," 

People are especially surprised 
when they find out the qxxhecary 
items, such the hand salves and the 
old-time remedies, are still avail- 
able, she said. 

'They're hard to find, but we're 
able to get hold of them." she aid. 
"When our customers bring us ihat^ 
old rusty tin that's been in the 
medicine abinek, it's (wr job to try 
and provide tlat" 

Eventually, Chaplin hopes to 
have the building designated as a 
historic landmark, eqiecially since 



the store serves as a living history 
museum. 

"We are still working on oar 
non-profit staus so that we cm 
eventually qualify as an actu^ mu- 
seum," Chaplin noted.

Some of us are forced to wait 
a long time to fulfil a dream. 

So, too, did John Jackson, 
who waited more than half a 
century. 

"I've been a truck, driver for 
five years," says the 52-year- 
old Virginia Beach resident in 
his small apartment. "But be- 
fore, that, I sold Toyotas and 
did 22 and a half years in the 
Navy ." 

Jackson has certainly been 
busy for his entire life. But in a 
few months, he'll do something 
he has only been able to dream 
of for 50 years. 

Like author John Steinbeck 
in the legendary novel. The 
Grapes of Wrath, Jacksori and a 
few dozen of his friends will 
strap on their helmets, gear up 
their motorcycles and take a 
little trip across America. 

Beginning June 4, Jackson 
and his fellow riders (the trip is 
officially named the "Mother 
Road Rally") will begin in Vir- 
ginia Beach. From' there, 
they'll travel to Chicago. It's 
then, Jackson says, that his fa- 
vorite section of the trip will 
begin. 

"I just want to ride Route 
66," he grins. "It used to run 
through my hometown in the 
northeastern corner of Afion, 
Oklahoma. The town's so small 
that if you blink twice, you'll 
miss it." 

Indeed, the legendary stretch 
of road, nearly 2,500 miles in 
length, was the subject of a 
1960s television show, as wbll 
as the popular song, "Get Your 
Kicks on Route 66." Although 



the route itself was officially 
de-certified in 1985 with the 
completion of the interstate 
travel system, no biker will 
ever forget the legendary road 
and the generations that it car- 
ried. 

While on the infamous route, 
the group will travel through 
the Midwest before ending up 
in Santa Monica, Calif. "Once 
we're finished there," Jackson 
plans, "We'll come back using 
a different route. I don't really 
have anything specific that I'd 
like to see, except for maybe 
the Grand Canyon. 

But I'm really looking for- 
ward to the old Route 66."

Motorcycles have been a 
passion of Jackson's for quite 
some lime. "I've been riding 
bikes for a little over 30 years 
right now," he said. "You get 
so much perspective oh the 
road and you sec the surround- 
ings iiround you. Everything is 
out there, and the wind's just 
go'ms, by. You also meet a lot 



of nice people." 

The trip will be the culmina- 
tion of his interest in biking. 

"I've been planning to go on 
this u-ip for about six months 
now," he said. "This trip is r 
something that I've always 
wanted to do. I finally got a big 
bike, and wanted to go cruising 
for a while." 

Jacksoji's new bike is a red 
1998 Honda Goldwing. 

"I chose that bike because 
it's quiet, it's comfortable and I 
can still hear the stereo on it,' 
he said, "This will be the 
longest trip of my life. Before 
this, I've gone down to Coco 
Beach, Florida,, and to Indi- 
anapolis."

In the middle of 
summer, the possibility for a 
huge thunderstorm or a tornado 
is always present. But for Jack-

"I just take a rainsuit, and I 
have some insulated clothing," 
he said. "But the most impor- 
tant part of motorcycle riding is 
to ke^ a level head, and to be 
careful. You have to watch out 
for the other people, because 
they're not going, to watch out , 
for you."

Crop insurance program 
open to Beach farmers 



Beach to enforce go-ped laws; 
operators must be 16 years old

State law may not govern the 
use of go-peds, small scooters, 
with attached motors. 

But the city of* Virginia Beach 
does regulate their use. 

Beach police and city officials 
want new owners of the trendy 
toys, which appeared to ■ be 
popular Christmas gifts this 
year, to know that not just 
anyone can drive go-peds. 

For starters, users must be at 
least 16 years old, says Sgt. 
William Summerell of the 
Virginia Beach Police 
Depaitment 

"So far, there've been no 
problems with their use," 
Summerell said. "The city just 
wants to let residents know 
about the ordinance since many 
people may have gotten them for 
Christmas." 

Beach police began working 



with retailers before Christmas 
to, assure consumers knew of the 
regulations. Retailers have been 
, asked to sticker the vehicles, 
letting consumers know who can 
drive them and who can't. 

"It was a little too late for 
some retailers to place stickers 
on them,"- he said. 

These go-peds cannot be 
operated at a speed faster than 30 
mph on a highway or public 
vehicular area. 

Operstors also must wear a 
helmet and an approved lj|ce 
shield or safety glasses, and they 
can't drive the motorized scooters 
on city sidewalks. 

Police say residents who have 
either purchased them or plan to 
should refer to Chapter 7 of the 
city code for the regulations. 

"The main . thing the 
department and the city is 
addressing is the safety issue," he 
said. "There must be a sticker on 



the go-ped that -says it c^n only 
be operated by a person 16 years 
and oldCT." 

The Virginia Beach City 
Council passed its first ordinance 
restricting go-peds in 1979, 
requiring operators at that time 
to be 16 years old. 

Regulations on go-peds has 
also been implemented in 
California, which caiegcmzed 
them as Mopeds beginning 
Jan.l, 1999, Summerell said. 

Violation of the Virginia 
Beach's code is punishable by a 
fine of not more than $100. 

If dealers aren't informing 
consumprs of the city code, they, 
too, can face a Class 4 
misdemeanor. 

And for owners of regular 
scooters, those similar to 
skateboards, don't operate them 
in the street. That, too, can yield 
a fine, Summerell said.

Southampton, Surry, Sussex, 
Westmoreland and York and the 
cities of Chesapeake, Colonial 
Heights, Franklin, Hampton, 
Hopewell, Newport News, Nor- 
folk, Petersburg, Poi^yoson, 
Portsmouth, Richmond, Suffolk, 
Virginia Beach and Williamsburg. 

This "whole farm" insurance 
pilot program, which is called Ad-. 



justed Gross Revenue, provides in- 
surance coverage for multiple agri- 
cultural commodities using a pro- 
ducer's historic Schedule F tax in- 
' formation as a base to provide a 
level of guaranteed revenue for the 
insurance period. The program uses 
commodity cash receipts to deter- 
mine coverage, and the USDA will 
use IRS tax forms and regulations 
to alleviate compliance concerns. 

The pilot provides protection 
against low revenue due to un- 
avoidable causes such as drought or 
flood. Covered farm revenue in- 
cludes income from crops and other 
agricultural commodities, as well 
as incidental amounts of income 
from livestock, animal products 
and aquaculture products reared in a 
controlled environment. Crop pro-, 
duction fed to animals is treated as 
income from livestock.

Stormwater drain fees may go up 

City Council will consider a nearly $10 a year increase for residences

The city staff has recommended a storm water drainage 
Ice increase that in three years will rai.sc the rate for a 
residence from $44.16 to S55.12 a year. 

The additional funds, said Public Works Director Dean 
Block", will make it possible to bring the city's drainage to 
a level of service (LOS) from "D-" to "C" on a scale of 
"A"to"F'. 

At a City Council workshop Tuesday, he said that in 
citizens' satisfaction surveys, drainage "has never reached 
the level we wish." 

He pointed out that the LOS goal for highways is is a 

Since the 1993-94 fiscal year —the stormwater drainage 
fee was established in 1993 — the city has completed 18 
projects at a cost of $232 million and has another 27, which 



will cost $73 million, in the budget. 

Block is recommending $5 to $6 million in additional 
storm water bonds as part of the strategy lo advance 
capital improvement projects including Som)i Lake Holly 
watershed, Pembro^ Manor Drainage and Southern 
Canal/Lead Ditch and culvert improvements. 

The storm water drainage fee was established on July 
1, 1993, at nine cents a day per equivalent residential 
unit (ERU) or $32.88 a year. The rate was increased on 
July 1, 1997,over two yearstoS0.121/day/ERUor $44.16 
a year. 

If adopted by council, the new residential rate increase 
would be staggered over a three-year period with a One 
cent increase a day each of the three years starting on 
July I of this year when the rate would be increased to 
$47.82 a year. The rale for each of the subsequent years 
would be $51.47 and $55.12. 



Block reported a total of 215,100 ERUs in the system 
— 65 percent are residential — which generate S9.5 . 
million a year. The expected growth in fees is estimated 
at 1.5 percent a year lied directly lo residential units and 
commercial growth. 

With $4.2 million from the Virginia Department of 
Transportation a year and odier revenue of $.7 million, 
the uxal projected fund revenue in fiscal year 2002 is $14.4 
million. 

The objectives of the drainage program, according to 
Block's report, are to advance major capital improvement 
projects, continue and expand neighborhood 
improvements and improve maintenance of off-road 
ditches, pipes and structures.

Virginia Beach gather to celebrate a bit of state tradition

"Tonight's really kind of a treat for 
her because finally — for once — she's 
not coordinating everything during the 
event. She gets to be in the vignette," 
said Mark Reed, historic resources 
coordinator for the City of Virginia 
Beach Reed explained. 

On the FeasL of the Epiphany (Jan. 
6), the staff and volunteers at the Francis 
Land House in Virginia Beach hosted 
their Fifteenth Annual Twelfth Night 
celebration at the historic landmark. 

The Land House and its environs 
were completely immersed in the 
traditional 18th century aunosphcre of 
convjviality. Outside the Land House 
cressets'' burned bright, lanterns 
illuminated walks, and a traditional 
^--bonfire bUizcd. Within the house, guests 
were Icaslinu, toasting, and sipctn?'. 
There was Twelfth Night Ciikc and hot 
apple cider. But — best of all — iherc 
was dancing. 

In colonial Virginia, the height 
of the social season extended from 
Christmas Day until Twelfth Night. 

Virginians found this to be an ideal 
time for family gatherings, feasts, 
parties,'and weddings because it was 
between die fall harvest and the spring 
planting. It was a time of extfavagance, 
a time for merriment and revelry. 

Whdn George Washington man-ied 
Martha Dandridge Custis at the White 
House on Twelfth Night 1759, the 
gentry flocked to die Custis estate to 
celebrate the season as much as the 
marriage. It was the social event of the 
year in Virginia. Washington married a 
warm, gracious sensible woman who 
happened to bie the wealthiest widow in 
Virginia. As far as Washington was 
concerned, there was cause for 
celebration.

City Council 
honors first 
black Navy 
diver

Master Chief Petty Officer Carl 
Brashear had a day of his own in honor 
of his unique contribution to his ccuntry. 
A recently released film, "Men of 
Honor," stars Oscar-winner Cuba 
Gooding Jr. as Cari Brashear. 

He has received both the Navy and 
Marine Corps medals for heroism in 
saving lives and was honored by the Navy 
as one of only seven enlisted people 
whose story has been told Uirough an oral 
history at the U.S. Naval Institute. , 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf Tuesday 
declared that day Carl Brashear Day and 
presented him with a pewter Jefferson cup 
to honor him ai the first African- 
American diver in the Navy. 

He continued his diving after an 
amputation of his left leg below the knee 
because of an injury sustained when he 
made an effort to save the lives of fellow 
olTiccrs March 1966 while aboard the 
salvage ship USS Hoist off the coast of 
Spain. . 

The proclamation declaring Carl 
Brashear Day state& that he was bom in 
Kentucky in 1931, the son of 
sharecropping parents, and went only as 
far as the seventh grade in convential 
schooling. 

At 17, he entered the Navy, the same 
year that President Harry Truman ordered 
the armed forces to integrate. 

Brashear was denied training as a diver 
because he was black until his request was 
granted while serving above die USS 
Tripoh. 

In 1953 he became the first African- 
American diver in U.S. Navy history. 

While at die U.S. Naval Deep Sea 
Driving School in Washington, D.C., 
seven years later, he studied for three 
years before receiving his high school 
equivalency graduating third in his class. 
After the amputation of his leg, he 
became the first amputee to return to full 
duty and full diving naval history. 

In 1970 be earned the tide of master 
diver, the first African- American master 
diver. 
Brashear retired firom the Navy in 1979. 
He is expected to speak w speak at the 
Naval Hospital in Portsmouth Friday 
during die Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
weekend celebration.

Veterans battle for benefits

WASHINGTON -n "It's about 
time..." That's how. the leader of 
the nation's largest veterans organi- 
zation reacted recently to regula- 
tions to be proposed by Acting De- 
partment of Veterans Affairs (VA) 
Secretary Hershel Gober that would 
• make it easier for "atomic veterans" 
to acquire free-of-charge Virginia 
health care and disability compen- 
sation. "' . 

Ceruinjj^tcrajjs. suffgring from 
cancer of the bone, brain, lung, 
colon or ovary would be pitesumed 
to be ailing from exposure to ion- 
/ izing radiation related to military 
service. Which means veterans 
with those diagnoses would ha\% 
an easier time proving they are eli- 
gible for benefits. 

Currently, "atomic veterans" arc 
those who participated in atmo- 
spheric nuclear tests conducted in 
the 1940s, '50s and '60s or were 
held captive in Japan or participated 
in the occupation of Hiroslima and 
Nagasaki. But under the new rules, 
Va would also recognize those who 
who were at underground test in 
Alaska and those who were as- 
signed to certain nuclear weapons 



plants in Kentucky, Ohio, and 
Tennessee. . 

"It's about time the government 
stop forcing these veterans to fight 
two wars — one for freedom and 
the other for the benefits they 
earned," American Legion National 
Commander Ray G. Smith said. 
"Veterans exposed to ionizing radi- 
ation have been through heH, 
working hard to prove their illness- 
es are service-connected while suf- 
fering from the grave scars of their 
sacrifice." 

The new rules woujd extend eli- 
gibility for benefits to those ex- 
posed to radiation connected to un- 
derground nuclear tests at Am- 
chuitka Island, Alaska, prior to 
1974 and at gaseous diffusion 
planrs in Paducah, Ky.; Ports- 
mouth. Ohio; and Oak Ridge, 
Tcnn. 

The American Legion successful- 
ly represented a major claimant: 
Orville E. Kelly, who in 1979 was 
awarded disability compensation by. 
the VA for his radiation-linked can- 
cer

In a single 
paragraph, Johnson quotes Alice 
Roosevelt Longwordi ' scomment diat 
Coolidge looked as if he had been 
"weamed on a pickle." 

She also tells how immediately 
afterhis wedding ceremony, Coolidge 
gave his wife a bag of socks to dam. 
Coolidge has been considered so 
odd and so mediocre diat even in his 
own lifetime nodiing said about him 
seemed too farfetched. Writer James 
Thurber, who at times was "unable to 
resyain himself' when it came to 
Coolidge, wrote that in addressing a 
convention of Protestant churches 
Coolidge proclaimed diaia"Man who 
does not pray is not a praying man." 
Coolidge was a character but like 
George W. Bush, he was not aumb. A 
graduate of Amherst, he knew sev- 
eral languages and even translated 
Dante's Inferno into English in his 
spare time. He did wrongly, how- 
ever, encourage speculation on Wall 
Sueetand is,dierefore,pardy toblame 
for the crash. 

But historians consider him a 
shrewd operator who only like to 
appear to be simple. Historian Tho- 
mas bailey says he was a "subtle 
master of self-advertising" and points 
out thill he rarely allowed himself to 
be qm)i«d. 

Journalists Robert Ferrcll and 
Howard Quint actually called him 
the "talkative president." Press con- 
ference u-anscripts released after he 
died showed that when speaking "on 
background," he could be voluble. In 
public he appeared laconic because 
he fell better diat way. He reportedly • 
explained to Herbert Hoover, when 
Hoover was electetl president, "If 
you don' t say anydiing, you won 't be 
called on to repeat it." .

The 
reporter asked if he would have any- 
thing lo say at die fair — to which 
Cfxilidgc replied, "No, I am just go- 
ing as an exhibit." He was no fool.

Up close and personal 
^Sert (D. Voogt: Caring for the injured

Dr. Roben D. Voogt can't really explain 
what it's like to stand next to a holy man. 

He had Ihe.experience, touching and talking 
with Pope John Pdul II at the Vatican. 

The 51-ye^-old rehabilitation specialist par- 
ticipated in a series of international congresses 
in Italy as part of the year-long celebration of 
the Great Jubilee. 

Voogt spoke on the topic "Redefining the 
Self after Neurological Insult," and was select- 
ed to speak by a group of European profes- 
sionals who had heard him lecture — the big 
perk was Pope John Paul II would bless him. 

. "The Pope was aiiraidthat people were more 
focused on scientific advancement and technol- 
ogy at the expense of human suffering," said 
Voogt. explaining the intent behind the lec- 
tures. "So he wanted to have speakers interest- 
ed in focusing on the person, society, a vision 
of the sciences, memory and creativity." 

Voogt received favorable comments from the 
Pope on his recommendations for integrating 
medical care with the human behind the injury 
or suffering. 

The Great Jubilee, he said, expounded on 
"new humanism." And during the various con- 
ferences, Voogt discussed how research of art 
through the ages shows that "personal rela- 
tionships with others and with God give each 
of us individual significance, whether or not 
we are neurologically intact." 

"There were 4,000 people in the audience, 
and a few were asked to go up and kiss the- 
ring and have the Pope bless them," Voogt 
said. "I was one of those. I've never had an ex- 
perience like that." 

Voogt has rubbed shoulders with the likes of 
Presidents Bill Clinton and George Bush, and 
he even attended the 100th birthday party of 
Rose Kennedy, but his meeting with the Pope 
tops all others. 

"As a worid person, he is the most powerful 
person because he has so much influence over 
people," said Voogt. who isn't Catholic. 
"Most people don't know that the Pope was 
responsible for the end of communism." 

Voogt, who works with brain-damaged 
adults and children, has seen every type of in- 
jury to the head imaginable. «■ 

He prepares long-term care plans all over the 
worid for people who sustained such life- 
altering injuries. 

President of Virginia Beach-based Robert 
Voogt & Associates Inc., Voogt also testifies 
as an expert witness in accidentalinjury and 
criminal tfials — explaining what effects am 
be expected from people who suffer hcail in- 
juries. 

"I think the thing that makes me cra/y is I 
didn'tknow these victims before they were in- 
jured," he said. "So I don't know how ihey 
were. I only get to see how they are." 

Voogt and his wife, a pediatric physical ther- 
apist f(»' children with br^in injuries, will ic- 
tum to Europe soon with their family. 

There, he'H'continue with more lectures.

Family fights odds, 
still helps others

Mark and Marianne Brokaw may 
have had less lime in the past year 
to teach, coach and volunteer. 

But.they didn't stop. 

Even though the Brokaws spent 
hours at area hospitals as their 
youngest son underwent cancer 
treatment, they managed to coun- 
sel other families in their situation. 

For their work, the couple was 
named the Marine Corps Family of 
the Year by the Armed Services 
YMCA. 

The Brokaws were just one of 
five Hampton Roads families, three 
on the Southside, presented the 
award. 

Each of the commands submits 
a nomination and then selects the 
family from the various branches 
to represent the military," said 
Maiic Brokaw. 

"1 was surprised because! didn't 
think we fit the criteria, exactly," 
he said. 

Mark, 37, and his wife, 
Marianne, 33, have five children. 
They spCnd lime helping with the 
American Red Cross, military 
sports leagues for children, the Girl 
Scouts, and other charity work. 

The bulk of their aid, however, 
ended abruptly last year when their 
youngest son, Matthew, 6, was di- 
agnosed with u rare form of cancer 
— Rhabdomyosarcoma. 

The tumor had become the si/c 
ol a tangerine behind Matthew's 
sinus cavity and down his i^k tis- 
sue. 

The Brokaws were stationed at 
Okinawa, Japan, at the time the di- 
agnosis was given. 

"We knew something ws wrong 
when he began to l<^e his sense of 
taste." Marianne said. "The prog- 
nosis now is good because the tu- 
mor has shrunk." 

After mcmths of chemotherapy, 
iocum say the umot has become 



scar tissue. When they first diag- 
nosed him with cancer, I felt like 1 

was getting hit by a truck," 
Marianne said. 

The Marine Corps then trans- 
ferred the Brokaws from Okinawa 
to Norfolk, so Matthew could gel 
treatment. 

"I felt helpless," Mark said. 
"You're kind of wondering, 
'Why?' Why is something like this 
happening to us?" 

'Why?' Why is something like this 
happening tons?" 

Mark says the family had been 
given the worse case scenario by 
doctors. But in the ycat the family 
has been in Virginia — having 
lived in three different residences 
— Matthew's health has im- 
proved. 

"He came from Okinawa and 
had a medical emergency with his 
son;" said Capt. Clark Chase, the 
company commander for head- 
quarters and service company Ma- 
rine Corps Security Force Battal- 
ion in Norfolk. "But when he came 
on board and started working, he 
surted doing the things that I 
needed here. 

"He's got his family taken care 
of, has his son's condition under 
control, and he's never let that af- 
fect his (Hofessionalism and ihepb 
he has to do." 

For this reason, Mark's Marine 
Corps leaders nominated him for 
the family of the year award. 

"The Brokaws also siarted work- 
ing with cwcer patienu and other 
outside agencies helping cancer 
patients," Chase said. "They do ev- 
erything as a family." 

When the military families of 
the year were announced, the 
Brduws said they were surprised. 

"We've always done a lot of vol- 
unteering, but when we got tmt 
we haven't had the chamx to do 
miKh," VUirianne said.

■ Advancing capital improvement 
projects such as the South Lake Holly 
Watershed, the Pembroke Manor 
drainage and the Southern Canal/lead 
ditch and culvert improvements. 

■ Add to neighborhood 
improvements 33 known chronic 
system problems — a typical project 
involves increased capacity through 
pipe or ditch installation and upgrade, 
increased inlet capacity and 
associated major maintenance.

No one could steal his dream 

Brashear inspires ''Men of Honor" guest at King celebration

Determination. 

That's the one word that best 
describes U.S. Navy Master Chief Carl 
Brashear. 

Brashear, the first African American 
to become a navy master diver, (old an 
audience at a Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. birthday celebration at the 
Portsmouth Naval Medical Center 
Friday, that "ain't nobody going to steal 
my dreams." 

The Kentucky native's life inspired 
the motion picture "Men of Honor." 

"Ain't nobody going to steal my 
dreams," said Brashear, who became the 
navy's first amputee master diver in 
1968. 

Having grown up in rural Kentucky, 
Brashear told the audience that he 
worked hard tt) bring his dreams to 
fruition and would not let anything get 
in his way — whether prejudice, 
discrimination or the lo.ss of a leg in the 
course of his chosen work. 

Brashear joined the navy in 1948 as 
a steward but became intrigued with the 
possibility of becoming a deep sea diver 
after witnessing the retrieval of a ship 
during the early 1950s. 

"1 loved the navy," he said. 

Armed with that determination, he 
achieved the necessary qualifications 
when he found a qualified deep sea diver 
to teach' him at a time when there were 
no navy schools specifically set aside 
for training black divers. 

He made it. But tragedy struck. While 
supervising the salvage of a nuclear 
bomb in the mid-1960s, Brashear lost 
one of his legs in an accident and had to 
be brought to the Portsmouth Naval 
Hospital. 

"I saw my men in harm's way," 
Brashear said. 'To save them I reached 
in and got my sailors out of danger." 

The unfortunate amputation that 
followed did not keep the determined 
diver down. 

"I view it as a nuisance and 
inccmvenience and not as a handicap," 
Brasheffl' said. He retired from the navy 
in 1979 and from government service 
in 1993. 

The King Birthday program also 
incliKled short skits on the life of King, 
which were presented by the naval 
hospital's Command Heritage 
Committee.

Gas pump law 

Theft has always been against the law. To a 
petty thief, shopUfting or driving offfrom the gas 
pumps without paying may be just a lark. Hey, 
it's only an item worth about $10, the store can 
afford it, right? Wrong. , . 

Those dollars add up. For owners of 
convenience stores across Virginia, it annually 
adds up to more than $13 milhon. And guess who 
pays for it? Yep, the honest consumer's ultimately 
pay the piper. 

A new law in Virginia now adds more bite into 
the penalty of driving away, from the gas pumps 
without paying. In addition to fines and potential 
jail time, the courts in Virginia can now suspend 
a motorist's driving privilege. 

The key to any legislation dealing with crime is 
going to be how tough the courts will be on 
persons who violate the law and get caught. If 
judges only decree the minimum penalty, then 
the effect of the new law will be minimized also. 

For some of the motorists who have practiced 
the crime of driving off, possibly losing their 
driver's Ucense may be enough of a deterrent —if 
they see that licenses are actually being, 
suspended. — J.W.B. 

BORROWING NOT GOOD 

? Car tax 

One certainly applauds Gov. Jim Gilmore's 
desire to fulfill the promise he made several years 
back to phase out the personal property tax on 
motor vehicles. 

The plan, whether one agreed with it or not, at 
least had provisions in place that allowed the 
phasing-in to be curbed during a downswing in 
the state economy. If projected revenues were 
less than expected, the car tax plan would be 
postponed. 

•That has happened. Revenue projects for the 
state this year fell below the preset level. Gilmore 
decided that the way around the approved limit 
was to borrow money from the tobacco settlement 
money — to the tune of $500 million — to keep 
the car tax promise moving full steam ahead. 

The idea is wrong on at least two counts. One, 
the settlement money was supposed to be used in 
areas that would provide assistance to tobacco 
growers and economic development efforts in 
communities that have traditionally depended on 
the state's top cash crop as a major source of its 
revenue. 

To take money away from a stressed industry, 
particularly the small farmers who are facing 
tough decisions on remaining tobacco farmers 
and fiscally-pinched communities receiving less 
revenue than ever before, is just plain wrong. 

The second strike against the proposed 
solution is the actual borrowing of money. At 
some point it has to be repaid. If the state's 
revenues remain at its current level, or get 
worse, that $500 million is delayed even further 
from reaching the people and communities it was 
designed to help. 

The General Assembly should vote against the 
borrowing plan and stick to the rules governing 
the car tax phase-in adopted from the beginning. 
When the economy gets better, the car tax 
reduction can resume. — J.W.B.

No one is more outraged than my staff and I about 
the life and deialhof Imani Rogers. The reports in the 
media have been inaccurate and I am here to set the 
record straight 

First of all, Donle Young never confessed lo fatally 
wounding Imani Rogers. I repeat — Donle Young 
never confessed to wounding Imani Rogers. Had he 
confessed, we would have tHed him for capital mur- 
der. 

The investigation into this crime has been ongoing 
since May 31 and three statements were made by 
Donte Young to the police. In the last year he has 
wriuen dozens of letters to the police, prosecutors 
and his family claiming his innocence and pointing 
the finger at others. At no time did he ever admit to 
fatally wounding Imani. In fact, he continually iden- 
tified different members of his own family who were 
present and living in the home at the time of her 
death as having caused the fatal injuries. 

Each of these people have been interviewed a num- 
ber of times and we believe that they know what hap- 
pened to Imani, but they have chosen to lie to protect 
Donte Young. 

In his statements to the police, Young admitted lo 
spanking Imani for wetting the bed, and that while 



opening the bathroom door, the door knocked her 
down and she hit her head on the toilet. 

Clearly, these statements do not amount to a con- 
fession to munto*. 

Imani Rogers did have tearing injuries to her pri- 
vate parts. However, there was no evidence indicating 
that she was raped. More importantly, there was no 
evidence whatsoever as to whom might have inflicted 
these injuries. There was no scientific evidence — 
like semen or DNA — found on her body. 

I along with my staff personally reviewed all of the 
evidence in this case and we omcludedthat there was 
no way we could successfully convict Young of capi- 
tal murder. The choice had to be made whether to risk 
the strong probability that he would go free or to 
guarantee that he would be punished for what we 
could prove he did to Imani. 

We chose to remove him from the street for three 
years and in so doing identify him to others so that 
they will not Uiist their children to him. 

The safety of our defenseless children is a major 
priority for my office. We did all that we could with 
the limited evidence available.

where that wasteful spending is oc- 
curring. "It just is," they insist 

When pressed to explain, we are 
often treated to some kind of statisti- 
cal proof such as "Govemmentspends 
15 percent more today than it did in 
the past." Or, even more often, we are 
barraged with the far greater amount 
of raw dollars spent today, which is, 
of course, meaningless. Obviously 
we have an infinitely larger popula- 
tion requirmg government services 
than was the case several decades 
ago. 

Actually, I'm a big proponent of 
tax cuts, especially state tax cuts. 
Virginia has one of the most unfair 
taxation systems in the nation. The 
Commonwealth practically taxes the 
air wc breathe, andjas soon as it 
figures out how to dpmat, I have no 
doubt it will: 

Nobody supported the elimination 
of the ear tax more than I did. In fact, 
I'm frusu-ated that it was only the tax 
on cars that was repealed. That repeal 
should have included the tax on all 
tangible property. The government 
has no right to tax any citizen's per- 
sonal propeirty , whether thatproperty 
is owned by individualsorbusinesses. 

Plus consumers should not be pay- 
ing a tax on utilities. The resources 
that fuel those utilities belong to we 



the people. We sure as heck shouldn ' t 
be pay ing a tax on our own resources. 

But, you don'tjust eliminate unfair 
taxes and ignore the genuine public 
revenueis they fund in the process. 
You must restructure the lax code to 
insure that the public needs are met, 
albeit in a legitimate way. ^ore than 
we are individuals, we are a commu- 
nity. Il is the community alone that 
can insureagood quality of life for us 
as individuals. 

As for cuuing government waste, I 
suggest we start with ending all cor- 
porate welfare immediately and al- 
low a uuly free market to reign for a 
change. That would free up thou- 
sands of dollars sodesperately needed 
to meet our communal needs. 

But, iet'sgetreal here. Eliminating 
corruption and waste will not solve 
the pfoblem of inadequate revenues 
if all Virginia's unfair taxes are re- 
pealed. The reason our state has to 
rely on such inequitable taxes is be- 
cause its income lax code is hot pro- 
gressive. The hard-pressed middle 
and working classes have always had 
to carry Virginia's affiuent on their 
backs. The inequity in the tax disui- 
bution is only minimally improved 
since they days of Virginia's planta- 
tion owning past. 

And, notonly does Virginia'sprivi- 
leged class enjoy unfair economic 
tax advantages over iheir fellow citi- 
zens, they control the political power 
as well. That means replacing our 
onerous taxation system with a pro- 
gressive justone has next to nochance 
in our legislature whose members 
answer only to the wealthy donors 
that keep them in office. So, until we 
can wrest the political power from 
that privilegedclass, all hopefor genu- 
ine tax reform and honest fiscal bud- 
geting is doomed from the get-go!

There was a time in this country 

when the word "immigrant" was 

rarely i^.

I m m i - 
grants are 
sentimental 
favorites in 
American 
lore, but 
much of the 
sentiment of- 
ten is conde- 
scending and 
inaccurate. 
Even the fa- 
mous poem 
by Emma 
— ^— — — — Lazarus on 
the Statue of 
Liberty, 
which was'written in connection with 
the immigration of the Irish Catho- 
lics and Jews in the 19th century, is 
riddled with errors. 

Theconiention thattheimmigrants 
who came over by boat were tired, for 
instance, belies the fact that they had 
to possess an awful lot of energy just 
to make the trip. 

As retired U.S. Senator Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan has observed, "So 
far as 1 can remember, (my Irish 
immigrant grandfather) never once 
mentioned being tired." 

As for the business about "your 
poor/your huddled masses yearning 
to breathe free," there's the inconve- 
nient fact that the world into which 
they arrived — New York City — 
was a cesspool of intrigue and pov- 
erty and corruption. 

"Put Plain," says Moynihan, "the 
immigrants of the second half of the 
19th century came from societies 
more civilized than ours." 

We didn' t have pogroms, of course, 
but we did have lynchings, and at the 
turn of the century, lynchii.gs were 
common. On average there was a 
lynchingaday. As for the claim about 
the "wretched refuse of your teeming 
shore," there's reason to ask, as 
Moynihan has, "What wretched 
refuse?" 

As he has said "The 20 million-odd 
immigrants who arrived between 
1 870 and 1 9 1 were not the wretched 
refuse of anybody's shores. They 
were an extraordinary, enterprising 
and self-sufficient folk who knew 
exactly what they were doing, and 
doing it quite on their own, thank you 
very much." 

In lad, they weren't any more 
wretched than any other immigrant 
groups, including the Pilgrims. They 
deserve to be remembered not as a 
teeming mass, unkempt, uneducated 
and uncouth butastheenergeiicbunch 
of enthusiastic go-getters that they 
actually proved to be. 

Whether they were or were not 
down on their luck when they arrived, 
in America, whether or not they were 
tired or wretched, il almost univer- 
sally believed that once they were 
here, the immigrants became quick 
successors. 

Americans have thought of them- 
selves as a melting pot only in the last 
century. The phrase "melting pot" 
wasn't coined until 1908. It didn't 
make it into Webster dictionary until 
1934. 
Welcome to the real world.

Beaming smiles, glowing acco- 
lades and enthusiatic superlatives 
were in abundance on the Virginia 
Beach campus of Tidewater Com- 
munity College. Even Mother Na- 
ture cooperated, as the rains waited 
until the special moment had passed. 
To illustrate just how special the 
occasion was, a conventional 
groundbreaking with shovels was not 
sufficient. Justas the AdvancedTech- 
nology Center is the product of a 
creative partnership, event planners 
from Tidewater Community College, 
Virginia Beach City Public Schools 
and our city staff partnered to put 
their creativity juices together. The 
product of their union resulted in the 
area's first « "High-Tech" 
groundbreaking. 

With conventional shovels serving 
as a "back-up," ground was actually 
broken by the simultaneous pressing 
of three "buttons" tied into a discrete 
electronic device that used integrated 
circuitry and microprocessors that 
activated a light pole and a horn that, 
in turn, triggered the operator of an 
eanhmover to Iweak ground. The lech- 
noiogy utilized to trigger the 
earthmover will be taught at the Ad- 
vanced Technology Center. 

Superintendent of Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools, Timothy R. 
Jenney, TCC President, Deborah 
DiCroce and yours truly did the hon- 
ors, much to the delight of the 200 
attendees. 

The Advanced Technology Cen- 
ter, a S23 million facility being con- 
structed in an "academic village" off 
Princess Anne Road is being built 
between TCC, Virginia Beach Old 
Dominion/Norfolk State University

Higher Education Center and the 
Beach's new Landstown High 
School, where a technology magnet 
school may be created. 

The Advanced Technology Center 
is characterized as the most advanced 
joint workforce/technology project 
in theCommonwealth and isexpected 
to improve workforce development, 
including cost-and-time-effective- 
nsss and the ability to respond to 
business and industry demand for 
highly skilled workers. 

Under an "academic village" con- 
cq)t, a student could conceivably 
begin u-aining at the Advanced Tech- 
nology Center while in high school, 
continue through the first years of 
college with Tidewater Community 
College, transfer to the adjacent Vir- 
ginia Beach Higher Education Cen- 
ter and enroll in a program througfi 
Old Dominion University or Norfolk 
State University. 

The 137,000-square-foot facility 
— a first of its kind in Virginia — is 
scheduled to be completed in fall 
2002. Funding sources for the $23 
million facility are combined jointly 
from the state and local level — $13 
million has been earmarked for the 
project by the city with the state pick- 
ing up the balance of $10 million. 

Overall, the city has invested more 
than $62 million in three major edu- 
cational projects making up the "aca- 
demic village" on Princess Anne 
Road.Tn addition to the Advanced 
Technology Center, the city has in- 
vested S5 million in the Higher Edu- 
cation Center, and another S4 1 . 1 mil- 
lion, plus $3.2 million in land, for the 
new Landstown High School cur- 
rently being constructed. 

Members of council and I like to 
say that we put our money where our 
hearts are. In order to ensure that 
Virginia Beach is truly a Community 
for a Lifetime, we need to offer our 
students the opportunity to stay in 
Virginia Beach for their lifetimes. 
We must have viable educational 
opportunities and good paying jobs, 
which go hand in hand. The resources 
invested in the Advanced Technol- 
ogy Center is money well spent that 
will pay dividends for years to come 
and will help nurture and develop our 
most precious resource, our young 
people.

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!Pam Wong: 'Bringing f amities togetfier

Pam Wong has seen a miracle or two in her 
10 years in social work. 

The former retail clerk-tumed-famiiy rc 
sources coordinator says it's witnessing chil 
dreninless than pleasing circumstances chang 
ing for the better that makes her job worth 
while. 

"It really motivates me to see when young 
people who started off on the wrong track c^ 
see that they have other choices, and they have 
the power to make good decisions in spite of 
bad circumstances — to find out and meet 
their true potential," she said. 

For this reason, Wong and her superiors and 
co-workers at the Chesapeake Office of Inter- 
governmental Affairs and Youth and Family 
Services continue to create a strong network of 
people, agencies and groups to help families 
and kids make these miracles. 

Along with creating a network, Wong works 
with the Chesapeake Youth Committee, a 
clearing house for resources and information 
for families. This committee also sponsors 
events. 

For starters, the committee coordinates the 
Mayor's Youth Day, working with 200 high 
school seniors who run the city for a day. It's 
a program sponsored in Virginia Beach, 
Porumouth and Norfolk to give students a 
chance to see for themselves if they'd like to 
work in government, Wong said. 

She also works with the committee to spon- 
sor a Youth Awards Banquet, recognizing out- 
standing teen-agers who overcome some adver- 
sity-. 

"We're not handing out awards to the vale- 
dictorian and the honor students," Wong said. 
"These are kids who've overcome some bad 
situations and turned it around for the better to 
make positive changes." 

In addition to rewarding teens who help 
themselves, Wong works with a program 
called Building Bridges. 

This annual workshop enabled the family re- 
source coordinators to serve as mediators be- 
tween parents and teens while they di.scuss 
topics on communication, anger, depression, 
how to care for themselves, how to relieve 
stress and how to have fun. 

"It's really fun because it's such a difricult 
time for both the parents and teens," Wong 
said. "You actually get to see them come to- 
gether and come to some understanding of each 
others needs." 

Wong, who began her career working with 
the Chesapeake Division of Social Services, 
doesn't spend a whole lot of time talking 
about herself. 

Instead, she'd prefer to refer to programs, 
agencies and her superiors as the backbone of 
the success stories they see. 

"I've always enjoyed working with teens and 
families," said Wong, who earned a bachelor's 
degree in social work. "But you have to have a 
good network and group of people working to- 
gether to make these events successful." 

Wong admits that knowing how to help 
people with serious problems didn't develop 
ovemighL 

But wittv a background working on a variety 
of Hampton Roads agencies assisting families 
and teen-agers, Wong has learned what worked 
and what people needed. 

After graduating from Old Dominion Uni- 
versity, Wong wra-kedas a job placement spe- 
cialist with the Job Corps in Norfolk; a social 
worker with the Virginia Beach Seton House 
for runaway teens; and as a child protaiive 
services agent, investigating cases of abused 
children and families in Chesapeake. 

"Eflch case rs different, and each person "is"" 
different," she said. "Thai's why here we try to 
make sure we have as many resources as we 
can. 

Every Hampton Roads city, she added, has 
its own programs — but each city lends lo 
borrow from the other to assist families. 
"They're all building bridges," Wonu said. 




"With programs like the Mayor's Youth Day, 
which is a program other cities offer, we hope 
that when the teens go to college, they'll 
come back and work for the city."

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The Cavalier Hotel: Virginia Beach's grande dame

In hw heyday, the Cavalier Hotel 
at the Oceanfroni was called "the 
Queen of the Beach." 

She was. accon&tg to Cjoverocr 
Hmy F. Byid. Vifguua's foes hotel

Gene Dixon Jr. purchased the 
grande dame in the 1970s. 

The DixcNi family still owns the 
stately hotel and has embraced a 
long-range strategy ((x having the 
structure designated' a historic ' 
landmark and ultimately restoring the 
interior of the hotel — one wing at a 
lime. 

The work toward restoration has 
been a costly and lengthy process, but 
substantial progress has been made 
over the years. 

Although the carpet and wallpaper 
in the building have probably been 
replaced twenty times, this 
renovation will be complete. Each 
wing will be gutted and stripped to, 
its concrete and steel core. Even the 
plumbing and electrical systems will 
be removed and replaced. It has been 
projected that renovation of the east 
wing will reach completitxi in the 
faU. 

"Our idea is to take our time, do it 
over a number of years, and pay as 
we go," explained EHtn Batchelor, the 
general manager of the Cavalier 
Hotel complex. "We'll do it one wing 
at a time. We're happy with the 
progress that we've made,''.*aid 
Batchelor. Last year progress was 
slowed when deteriorated steel 
beams had to be replaced during the 
renovation of the hotel's east wing. 
"That put us a year behind where we 
wanted to be in our renovations, but 
we're back on track," said Batchelor. 
"We'll probably be one hundred 
percent renovated here in three years 
— «* complete." 

At ftr at most Americans was 
concerned, 1927 was a very good 
year. Calvin Coolidge was still the 
President. Charles Lindbergh made 
the first solo transatlantic flight from 
New York to Paris. The Ford Motor 
Company's Model A was introduced 
with worldwide lanlarc. Life in 
America was perceived as copacctic. 
A tide of optimism was sweeping 
across the nation — along with illegal 
liquor. It seemed that America was 
on a roll. Although prices wne rising, 
employment opportunities were 
abundant and wages were good. The 
economy was booming — especially 
in the transportation and hotel 
indtistries. While the preponderance 
of American passengers and freight 
still traveled by rail, the automobile

and airline industries Were growing 
swifUy. 

Luxurious hotels seemed to be 
opening everywhere in 1927. In 
Boston, the Statler Hotel opened with 
1,150 rooms. Washington's Hay- 
Adams Hotel began operations on 
Lafayette Square. 

The Royal Hawaiian Hotel in 
Honolulu ' first offered 
accommodations on Waikiki. 
Ceremoniously, the Cavalier Hotel 
— Virginia Beach's own grande 
dame — opened its doors on the 
evening of Thursday, April 7, 1927, 
for its inaugural banquet. Governor 
Harry F. Byrd and Colonel S. L. 
Slovcr, president of the Cavalier 
Hotel Corporation, were among the 
special guests that evening. The 
Cavalier Country Club and Beach 
Club became part of the hotel 
complex in 1928 and 1929, 
rcspcciivcly. 

The creation of the Cavalier 
actually began in 1924 with a 
community ba.scd fundrai.sing drive 
which ultimately amassed 
S2,000,00() lor the construction and 
lumishing »! ihc hotel complex. Mosi 
ol the lunds raised by public sUkK 
olfcrings were toniribulcd by local 
Citizens and property owners of 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Virginia 
Beach. 

Through the local newspapers. 
Virginia Beach Resort and Hotel 
Corporation officials solicited 
recommendations from the public at 
large for naming the proposed 
colonial-style edifice, Algonquin, 
Sea Pines, Linkhorn, and Crystal 
were among the names offered. 



Cavalier, of course, was the 
cognomen finally selected. 

Soon the Cavalier Hotel became 
one of the most prominent luxury 
hotels on the east coast. The Cavalier 
provided every sovice imaginable to 
its wealthy clientele. A stock 
brokerage office with a ticker tape 
directly linked to the New York 
Stock Exchange was among the 
conveniences offered guests. 

There were m amazing variety of 
shops and businesses located in the 
hotel complex; a drugstore, a gift 
shop, a barbar shop, a beauty parlor, 
a dress shop, a fitness facility, and a 
photographer's studio. 

The Cavalier, perched on an 
enormous sand hill and rising an 
additional seven floors, instantly 
dominated the skyline and soon the 
tourist industry in Virginia Beach, 
, The hilltop site was selected in pan 
lor the view that it provided guests. 
The Cavalier's elevated roost also 
insulated guests from the winter 
dampness and exposed them to warm 
summer breezes. 

Initially, the hotel's accom- 
iiunlaiions consisted of 195 guest 
rooms and 12 ocean side suites. 
AITIueni clients from the east and 
mid-west were soon flocking to the 
choice seaside retreat. No guests 
were received without making a 
reservation in advance, 

Soon the splendor of the Cavalier 
Hotel eclipsed even the elegant 
memory of the Princess Anne Hotel 
which was consumed by fire in 1907. 

Among the rich and famous that 
vacationed at the Ca:valicr during 
1927 were novelist F. Scott 



Fitzgerald and his wife Zelda. The 
elegaiKe and glitter of the Cavalier 
Hotel would have made even James 
Gatsby, Daisy Buchanan, and Tom 
Buchanan (affluent char«;ters from 
Fiugerald's The Great Gatsby) feel 
right at home. 

Adolph Coors, the founder of 
Coors Brewery, fo^nd vacationing at 
the Cavalier less entertaining 6 
actually fatal. According to an article 
in The Virginian-PUoi on June 6, 
1929, Coon fell to his death from a 
sixth story window of the Cavalier 
on June 5, 1929. 

Coors' brewery, of course, was no 
longer in business in 1^29 because 
the 18th Amendment, a noble 
American experiment, made the 
manufacture of liquor, beer, and wine 
illegal throughout the country. When 
prohibition came, Coors stayed in 
business by producing malted milk. 
Coors still had an abundance of 
money and set had out with his wife 
to tour the country. 

His national tour ended abruptly at 
the Cavalier Hotel. Princess Anne 
County Coroner R.W. Woodhouse 
deemed an investigation into Coors' 
demise unnecessary, and Coors' 
body was expeditiously transported 
to Denver via the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad. Interestingly, 
Coors' obituary in the New York 
Times on June 6, 1929 attributed his 
sudden-death to heart disease. 
Fortunately, few (if any) other 
distinguished guests experienced 
such terminal difficulties. 

The Cavalier was lauded as 
the Aristocrat of the Virginia 
Seashore, and the rich and famous

continued to visit the Cavalier 
throughout the 1930's. Some have 
credited Virginia Beach's survival 
during the Great Depression to the 
revenue generated by, the Cavalier 
Hotel — the town's largest business. 

World War II brought a temporary 
change in status to the famed hotel. 
On October 13, 1942, the U.S. Navy 
took control of the hotel and 
continued to lease it until the end of 
the war. 

Alter the Naval occupation of the 
structure during the war, ;:ignificani 
repairs and renovations wertj nce4ed 
to restore the building to its former 
atu-activeness. 

As far as the Cavalier was 
concerned, the post-war economic 
boom brought both competition and 
change. 

New hotels and motels were being 
constructed in Virginia Beach 6 and 
across the nation — that were far less 
elegant and formal. More Americans 



were beginning to travel by 
automobile, and informal 
accommodations were gaining in 
acceptability among tourists. 

Apparently, the grand style of the 
Cavalier had faded from fashion by 
the 1950's. In 1953, the once 
fashk)ni^ hotel became a private 
club. 

The expensive upkeep of the 
building and grounds and increased 
competition eventually resulted in the 
Cavalier closing ius doors in 1973. 

The prevailing rumors at the time 
were that Virginia Beach's grande 
dame would be demolished until the 
hotel on the hill was purchased by 
Gene Dixon Jr. Dixon enlarged the 
guest rooms, renovated the lobbies 
and public rooms on the First floor, 
and reopened the tastefully 
redecorated showplace on a limited 
basis in 1976. Once again guests were 
making reservations at the landmark 
hotel.

Wiggins, 26, of the 1800 block 
of Chuntilly Court in Virginia 
Beach, took a shot to the right 
temple Jan. 1 while leaving a 
parking lot, police said. 

The shooting left Wiggins blind 
in both eyes, police said. 

"Witnesses told investigators that 
the shot was fired from a white or 
silver 1998-2000 Cadillac, full 



size, four-door sedan," police said. 

Wiggins, who was driving a led 
2000 Oldsmobile, had attempted to 
leave a parking lot when he was 
shot. The other four occupants of 
his vehicle weren't injured, police 
said. ' 

The case remains under 
investigation by members of the 
Department's Homicide Squad with 
Det.

During this robbery, a gunman 
entered the restaurant and 
encountered the owner in the 
kitchen, Carey said. 

"The suspect shot the victim in 
the back and ran from the 





business," Carey said. 

No description of the suspect in 
this robbery has been given. 

The victim in the second 
shooting, Meng Qian wang, 44, of 
\ht S800 block of Waxham Court 
in Virginia Beach, was taken to the 
Sentara Norfolk General Hospital 
where he underwent emcrgraicy 
surgery. Ho was last listed in 
critical condition. 

Police say the suspects in the 



first robbery arc described as black 
males in their early-to-mid 
twenties.

City in good sh^)e financMy, ofiicials say 

Talk off recession clouds on the horizon has some council members worried

Virginia Beach, where the lax burden on its citizens is 
lower than it is in all the neighboring cities except Suffolk, 
may experience some loss in that advantage over the next 
five years. 

The five-year forecast by the £)epartment of Management 
Services presented by Catherine Whitesell, director, at a 
City Council/School Board workshop Tuesday, shows that 
if the city went ahead with all of its major projects a Virginia 
Beach househoW would pay as much as $96.41 more in 
taxes/fees annually. 

That would lessen die advantage Virginia Beach enjoys 
over Chesapeake from $112.75 now to $31.83. The city 
would continue to have greater advantages over other 
neighboring cities (Norfolk, Portsmouth, Hampton and 



Newport News) except for Suffolk, but the gap would 
be narrowed. 

The five- year economic forecast (through 2006) found 
the city in good financial shape, that current general 
government programs can be maintained within existing 
tax rates, and that special revenue and enterprise 
operations may require rate or fee increases to maintain 
infrastructure and programming quality. 

The five-year budget forecast has an increase in 
revenues and expenditures from $1.1 billion for 2000- 
2001 to $1 .3 billion in-2005-06. Schools account for die 
biggest bite in the budget — $574.4 million to $583.5 
million in 2005-06. City operations account for $455.1 
million in 2000-200,1 to S544.9 million in 20(^-06, and 
utility operations costs range from $87.7 million to 
$100.1 million. 



The major projects which have dominated much ol Un 
City Council's thinking over die pa.st mondis but h;i\ 
not yet been adopted arc the Pavilion expansion, ili 
Marine Science Museum expansion, open spii> v 
preservation, urban entertainment venue, conferenc^ 
center and Red Wing Golf Course renovation expansion. 

The majority of the funding for these projects would 
be derived from new taxes so diat diey do not impact the 
forecast. 

Open space, anodier major project, would use addiliona I 
rear estate taxes to support Uie program and propose*! 
sewer and storm water rate increases would be financed 
from self-supporting enterprise funds. They are included, 
however, in the tax impact figures.

Group protests museum's $50 million rehabilitation facility

VIRGINIA BEACH — Opponents to 
the Virginia Marine Science Museum's 
dolphin project gadiered for yet another 
protest 

The Dolphin Liberty of Virginia 
group, clad in black, stood in front of 
Virginia Beach City Hall last Tuesday, 
holding signs diat memorialized dead 
d(Hphins. 

The mourners also shouted stories at ; 
passersby about hundreds of dolphins 
that have died while living in public 
tanks.

Museum ofQci^sssy tJw i«6#li^/ vt^ 
be irregular shaped simulating die ocean 
and will provide "high-quality nutri- 
tional food, medical care, and enable die 
animals to remain free of parasites." 

"Wc have an extended an invitation 
to Dolphin Liberty three times to oome 
out and learn about the project," said 
Alice Scanlon, VMSM public relations 
director. "But they have yet to sit down 
and talk widi us. They have incorrect 
information." 

Scanlon said the group is an out- 
growdi of People For die Ethical Treat- 
ment of Animals. 

"There's a close connection between 
diese two groups," she said. 

Scanlon says that die dolphins living 
in die facility are dolphins that have 
lived all of their lives in captivity. 

"This habitat was built from the in- 
side out with die animals care at die 
forefront," Scanlon said. 

But protesters say a man-made habi- 
tat won't work. 

Sue Pema, a protest organizer, rang 
a deadi knell outside of City Hall, read- 
ing the names of marine mammals diat 
have died in tanks. 

"Tori, Miami Sea World, died of a 
brain hemorrhage," she chanted. 
"Sampson, Fort Walton Beach, Fla., 
shot during training. Shiloh, New York 
Aquarium of Brooklyn, blood poison- 
ing. Kristy, held captive at Walt Disney 
World, cerebral hemorrhage." 

Pema says she cares deeply for ani- 
mals, but she says die captivity of dol- 
phins in tanks is an injustice.

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Boundary 
changes too 
difficult, 
parents say

Stability's important in a child's life, 
Virginia Beach parents say. 

And for diis reason,j)roposed schi>t! 
redisuicting may interfere with Beacli 
children's social and psychologic^il 
stability. 

That is the message a few parents 
attempted to convey to die Virginia Beac'i 
City Public School officials Moncfaiy nighi 
at Landstown Middle School. It was the 
first of five scheduled public hearings i\ . 
the proposed redistricting of 16 Virginia 
Beach secondary schools. 

The Virginia Beach City Public Schools 
has commissioned its Building Utilization 
Committee to study ad recommend 
redistricting plans.

The idea is that by setting an example, 
entertaining through reading, and by promoting 
how much fun it can be, children will increase 
their interest in developing these language and 
communication skills. 

That's good for students. 

But why not take the initiative and go a step 

further? 

Make every day a reading day. A one-month 
focus isn't enough. 

While students are expected to read plays, books 
and passages at school ^nd home, we're looking 
at city schools in Hampton Roads that have, 
maybe, one teacher for every 25 or so students. 
How much time can a teacher devote to each of 
those students in a period that must include 
testing as well as lecturing? 

What about children who have no parents or 
guardians to teach them or help them read at 

home? 

After all, the Virginia Literacy Foundation says 
that Chesapeake has 20 percent of its adult 
population at the lowest literacy level. This 
includes people who have no reading skills, as, 
well as those who can read at, perhaps, the 
fourth grade level. 

Portsmouth has 33 percent of its population at 
that lowest level, and Virginia Beach has its 
problems with 14 percent at the bottom. 

So how can the children be helped at home? 

Studies show that children and adults gain 
greater educational experiences when they learn 
to read together, instead of within traditional 
programs that target solely children or adults, 

the foundation says. 

Still, whatever programs are out there to help 
people read are invaluable. 

The Virginia Beach public schools system plans 
to jump start its literacy level. The district 
created what is called a reading bus. This targets 
preschool children by visiting their 
neighborhoods, so the parents and children can 
play word games together. 

Maybe other city school districts should follow 
Virginia Beach's example and fork out the 
$20,000 or so needed to create a reading bus or 
two. 

But what if school money is tight, as it is in 
Chesapeake? 

Here's an idea — maybe civic groups and 
private organizations could raise the money for 
reading buses that help both adults and children. 
They can also give of their time to teach others to 
read. 

That way we'd be assured of bringing the books 
and skills to the masses throughput Hampton 
Roads. 

And we could make every day a reading day.

Town Center and education — what 
do the two have in common?

Let me see if I can explain building 
and construction are important for a 
city growing 
as quickly as 
Virginia 
Beach. More 
than 450,000 
people live in 
Virginia 
Beach, mak- 
ing our city 
the most 
populous in 
Virginia. By 
the year 
2010, our 
population is 
expected to 
surpass a 
half-million. 
All those

and a host of other buildings that are 
needed to support community living. 
As a result, there ' s a lot of new build- 
ing going on.

I'm very excited about a project

City schools face deficit, 
but surplus is anticipated

The school system, like the city, 
faces (teficiis (or fiscal 2001-02 and 
2002-03 and 2003-04, but in other 
years a surplus is anticijMed, ac- 
cording to the five-year forecast tot 
the schools. 

City staff projects %hool rev- 
enues to grow at 3.7 percent over 
the five year fmecast period; kxal 
formula-based revenues are expected 
to grow at 5 percent. 

The reason fw the growth is tlutt 
the six revenue sources used in the 
revenue sharing formula are pow- 
ing at a fsterrate than the city's 
entire revenue stremi. 

School financial director Vkdde 
Lewis, who present the school 
forecast, said, however that the 
local contribution untter the rev- 
enue sharing formula would be 3 
percent a year (rather than the 3.7 
percent increase anticipated by the 
city). 

Lewis said this is an area in 
which the city and the school fore- 
caMs do not use the swne assump- 
tions. 

The for«;as» shows that tN; ddx 
^rvice will be $9 million over the 
forecast and that the schools om- 
tinue to dif^:tat least «ie million 
(tolltfs 10 caplil nxistmctkm. 



School enrollment has declined 
for three consecutive years, which 
is unprecedented, and current school 
projections show a real decline in 
kindergarten and elementary enn^- 
meni. High school enrollment is 
projected to grows lightly over the 
five-year period and middle school 
will remain stable. Decreases in 
state and fedoal revenues which are 
ba%d on student enrollment couM 
impact programming. The 
city/school formula is not tied to 
suxfent enrollment. 

Lewis said that no additimal pro- 
grams are planned fcK the foreoi^ 

p^idd other than the opening of 
Landstown High School and the 
opening of the Advance Ta;hn<A>- 
gy Center. 

Compensation increases are in- 
cluded at 4 p^cent per year. 

No baselines for buses, vehicle 
or other equipment have been in- 
crea^ from those previously es- 
tablished in the operating budget.

The staff has based its forecast on 
the economy, real e^te, economic 
development efforts, per capita 
income, population, inter 
governmental revenues, Oceana, 
infrastructure and financial 
management. 

The staff has assumed that the 
economy will be such that revenues 
will continue to grow at recent 
historic rates of growth which still is 
insufficient to fund many new 
expenditure proposals. 

It is possible diat economic growth 
may pick up or go the other way 
because of national events. 

The aging of the population may 
himter the level of su^^iat that may 
be nece^ary in the future to fund 
certain needs and may generate a new 
set of demands on ^rvkes.

With an aging infrastructure, 63 
percent of all building related projects 
are for maintenance upgrades or 
replacements. 

Again, 66 percent of parks and 
recreation capital funding and 43 
percent of sewer funding goes to 
miewal and replacement projects. 

The city faces deficits in the first 
four years of the budget fwccast — 
$6,784,000 in 200 1-02; $6,326,000 in 
2002-03: $7,868,000 in 2003-04. and 
$3,474,000 in 2004-05. 

The deficits for the next two years 
are largely the result of operating 
costs as«)ciated with the new capital 
facilities of the Princess Anne Litvary 
aM the Geieral BQ(Mh Fire Station. 

Comributing to the ^}02 deficit is 
the iiKrease in the cost off the upping 
fee by the Southeastern Public 
Service Authority from $40.58 in 
2001 to $50.73 in 2002. resulung in 
an oKsease (tf SI .4 million.

— the turnover rate approaches 7 
percent rather than the normal 4.5 
percent.

The forecast anticipates a 4 percent 
annual growth rate in revenues with 
the local portion growing at 4.4 
percent. 

The city has a k3w per capita debt 
ratio — S 1 ,250 (city policy is to keep 
thatMSUfflO).

$400 million, the per capital debt 
would rise to $2000. Only 
Chesapeake and Newport News 
Would have a higto' delK p^ capita 
level.

The forecast points out that the city 
has made economic development 
efforts to increase revenues. It has 
invested $8.5 million over the last 1 1 
years through the economic 
development investment plan whkh 
returns annual revenues of nearly four 
cents on the real estate tax. 

The city also has new capital 
invesunent of $55 milUon. 

Thirty new companies have located 
in Virginia Beach and 35 either 
expanded or decided to stay here. 

Public/Private Partnerships are 
paying off — the Amphitheater and 
Lynnhaven Mall are expected to 
provide S2.4 million in direct 
revenues to the government.

"I thought that the death knell was 
appropriate to give the public an ear- 
ful and let them know what the City 
Council is voting on," she said. 

Dolphin Liberty of Virginia's co- 
founder, Bobbi Hoffman says the 
group stood outside of City Hall be- 
cause they weren't allowed to go in- 
side to voice their opinions about the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum's 
plans. 

"As citizens of Virginia Beach, we 
have been waiting patiently for 
months now for an opportunity to 
speak to the decision-makers regard- 
ing our opposition to the dolphin 
tank," Hoffman said, "We keep be- 
ing told to 'wait for your chance to 
speak,' Yet as we wait, the museum 
has total access to the City Council, 
and the City Council keeps making 
decisions that advance the expansion 
plan." 

Scanlon said the group has spoken 
to City Council.' 

"Council is going. above and be- 
yond by setting a date and time for a 
public hearing specifically for this 
project," Scanlon said. 



City Council voted in favQr of the 
museum's plans in September. 
Hoffhian said this plan could cost lo- 
cal taxpayers more than the quoted 
$50 million. ) 

For Pam Snyder, the beginning of 
the expansion project was also a sad 
ending. 

For eight years, she served as a 
member of the museum's stranding 
team. This team, a group of volun- 
teers, would rescue, rehabilitate, re- 
search and release marine animals. 

But the museum's plans to hold 
dolphins in captivity made it impos- 
sible for Snyder to volunteer. 

"The museum's dolphin collection 
plan will keep dolphins and all their 
generations to come captive forever," 
she said. "Not rescued and not re- 
leased." 

Scanlon said if the animals breed, 
they breed. 

"If a dolphin is bom in captivity, 
that means we have to strip it from 
its mother at a very early age and re- 
lease it," Scanlon said. 

But she said to remove a dolphin 
calf from its mother and release it to 
the wild is cruel. 



Dolphin scientists, she said, say 
there's no reason to release a dolphin 
in capUvity to the wild. It could be 
harmful to those in the wild it would 
be integrating with. 

"The stranding team's mission has 
not changed," Scanlon said. 

She said the stranding center's first 
and foremost mission is to return 
stranded animals to the wild. 

"That will never change," rhe said. 

Even though the protesters orga-' 
nize under a group called Dolphin 
Liberty, its leaders say the group is 
against the captivity of any species 
of animal. 

"We would be protesting if any 
animal were being held captive," 
Hoffman said. 

"But dolphins arc among the most 
intelligent and socially adept in the 
sea, and when a dolphin is held cap- 
tive, its immune system becomes so 
weak that it can't fight off diseases 
that it normally would in the wild."
